“We know, everyone of us, tbat in the end 
all will be well, Jor C rod will take care of us and 
gine us victory and peace, When peace comes 
remember it will be for us, the children of 
to-day, to make the world a better and a happier 
place.” 


HIS was the closing passage of one 

of the most beautitul talks — ever 

puton the air, The speaker was the 
Princess Blizaheth, the hour was the children’s 
hour of the B.B.C, and the listeners were the 
people of the Hmpire. Quietly confident 
the Princess spoke right into the hearts of 
millions, There was no touch of arrogance 
in her voice—the haughty touch of the 
Imperial Ruling Family which might have 
been expected by some of our Continental 
friends who do not understand the rock on 
which the British Empire is founded, was 
quite missing—has never, indeed, been part 
of the make-up of the British Royal House. 


Nor was there one little touch of bitterness 
or anger although Princess Elizabeth has 
suffered like the rest of the British people and 
has played at jack-in-the-box night after night 
when the dreaded hum of the German acro- 
planes has been heard overhead --nothing but 
sympathy, love and hope for the future per- 
meated the broadcast, 


Standing beside her was her younger sister, 
the Princess Margaret Rose, and as she’ 
brought her broadcast to a close she said 
simply « '* My sister is at my side and we are 
both going to say goodnight to you. Come 
on, Margaret.” Both said goodnight and 
Elizabeth added “ And good luck to you all.” 


There followed a momentary silence and as. 
a violinist tightens the strings of his instru- 
ment at the end of a number so our heart 
strings tautened and so the bonds of the 
Empire drew us all closer and closer. 


The broadcast was history and no-one need 
be ashamed of becoming sentimental about it. 


It certainly helped all of us in India to face 
with lighter hearts a future which is dark and 
uncertain but which we know has much good 
in store for us. The only question we cannot 
answer is the old one, “ Flow long, oh Lord, 
how long >” 


While we know that every day and every 
night Britain is taking terrible punishment, 
we know that every round of the clock brings 
us nearer to the day when we will be able to 
pause and ask “ Now what are the problems 
of peace?” These problems plunged us into 


war. Our enemies could not face them, We 
were not so successful ourselves. We have 
learned courage, collective courage, since 
then and it will not be so difficult to deal with 
them after the lessons we have had in what 
can be done when an Empire stands united for 
the right, for truth, justice and freedom. 


Now are we coming into our own. We 
have beaten off the enemy in the air and at sea 
we have never lost complete suptemacy, The 
gallantry of the ‘ Ajax’? served to remind us 
that the Navy is always there. It is not often 
they have a chance of displaying their powers. 
A British Navy smoke trail below the horizon 
half a hundred miles away has decided most 
possible naval engagements of this war, 


Air Supremacy Near 

We have all but reached parity in the air 
and more and better machines ate pouring 
into Britain to augment her own production, 
while airmen who know not the meaning of 
the word fear or diplomacy in the air are 
pouring into the theatre of war in thousands. 


Then there is the oil question. I have said 
before that oil will decide this war and 1 have 
no hesitation in repeating ic’ We have our 
own sources of supplies and we have the 
greatest oil producer in the world behind us 
America, We control the sca routes over 
which the oil comes to us, The capture of 
the Rumanian wells does not sulye Germany's 
difficulty and she is out after the wells in the

Keeping A Bunter Fit 


DAY’S hunting in India is 
seldom as strenuous @ proposition 
for a horse as it is at home, 
bat in this country many hunters are 
so improperly treated during a day's 
hunting, either hy the rider, or by the 
syec, of by beth, that whet expend as 

much energy as they would during a 
day at home, 

The result is that they cannot came 
out bunting as often as if they had been 
more carefully looked after, and many 
hunting days are thereby lost. 

The remarks given below will appear 
to many to be platitudinous or so ele 
mentary as ta be childish, 1 practice, 
however, ] have seen cvety point men- 
tioned below not onl jnaclesuntely 
carried out but also completely disrcgard- 
ed, often with disastrous results to the 
horse :— 

(1) See that the syce knows the way 
to the mect and that he starts 
in sufficient time. Allow five 
miles per hour, It pays to re- 
connoitre short cuts during exercise 
and show them to the syce, 

Send a feed in a nosehag, and a

rug. 
{3) Make sure that the horse can be 
watered at the meet after hunting, 
If there ix likely to be no water, 
bring water in the car. 
During hunting spare the horse 
as much as possible, Select light 
going for the sake of the horse. 
Ride him judiciously. Do net 
jump unnecessary fences, 
Do not gallop back to the meet 
after hunting. Move at a trot 
and walk, 
Do not ride through thorny 
places, or places with jhao stakes, 
cactus and such like unless the 
situation demands it. 
On return to the meet, examine 
the horse for cuts, thorns, over- 
reaches, loose shoes, etc, If the 
country has been thorny the 
hortve’s legs should be treated with 
oil known as “til ka tel. Ie 
is also called yingelly oil and is 
obtainable in the bazaar. It is 
most efficacious in preventing 
swelling duc tu thorns and it 
helps to draw out thorns which 
may have penetrated deeply, 
(8) 4t sometimes makes ‘all the 
difference between a serious injury 
and a mere scratch if it can be 
treated at once with an antiseptic. 
Catry a small bottle of iodine in 
the car and make the syce put it 
on minor cuts, 
See that the ayce starts for home 
as soon as the horse is fed after 
hunting, 
Make him go slowly, as the wea- 
ther is usually hot. 
Visit the hurse in his stable after 
return, ece that he is all right and 
examine him again for thorns. 
Extract any that remain, Make 
the syce report the smallest injury, 
and treat it at once. 
See that there is a constant supply 
of water in the horse’s stable at 
all times, The more a horse 
drinks the better, and as soon as 
his bucket is emptied it must be 
instantly refilled. If water ix al- 
ways available there is nu like- 
lihood of the horse taking too 
much at the wrong time. A 
horse is usually watered before 
being fed, because if he takes a 
heavy drink after a feed he will 
get colic. A horse that is accus- 
tomed always to have water in

his box will not drink heavily 
after a meal, 

A borse also requires a constant 
supply of salt, about two ounces 
daily, or else a dump of rock 
salt may be put in the manger or 
hung up in the stable. 

Do not ever-tide hunters on 
non-hunting days, ‘I'his practice 
is a frequent source of loss of 
condition. On the day after hunt- 
ing the horse should be handled 
for an hour and not ridden at all. 
On other days, a quict hack, no 
galloping, is all that is required, 
No horse will stand hunting two 
days a week and being palloped 
off his legs in between, 

If you do these things conscientiously 
and thoroughly you will keep your 
horse fic and will be the envy of everyone 
in the Hunt.

Lord Bow 


A Romance of 
The Indian Turf

N December 27, 1938, at the 
Lahore Christmas Race Mecting 
ford Bow won the fast Indian 


Grand National as after that scason 
stccplechasing in India was abandoned. 

The history of Lord How ix quite one 
of the romances of the Indian Turf and 
although | am not certain of one or two 
carly details 1 will relate his history as 
far as | know it, 

Lard How was bred in Australia by an 
imported sire named Archery, son of 
Tracey, the St, Leger Winner. His dam 
Pigquant Lady was quite well known on the 
Australian curf. The name — selected 
for the son is interesting as being typical

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of how foals are christened. ‘Lord’ 
heing derived from Lady, part af his 
dam's name and ‘Bow ' connected with

While in Australia Lard Bow must 
have suffered a severe accident ---prob- 
ably ran into barbed wire as all the time 
Tknew him he had a very bad scar on the 
neat forearm; in fact the greater part of 
the nusele had heen removed and it was 
aways a wonder to me how he jumped at 
all, 

I first heard of Lord Bow late in 1945 
when shortly after returning from Home 
feave | wanted to purchase a horse that 
might be suitable for Gymkhana flat 
racing up-country, 1 had no idea of 
steeplechasing. 


““ Killer *? Reputation 


During a visit to Calcutta { heard the 
nate ford Bow mentioned as a ‘ killer.” 
Apparently he had turned vicious and 
savaged several people ineluding one of 
his riders at Tollygunge races. Prob- 
ably as a result of his carly experience 
with the barbed wire accident in Australia 
Lord Bow seemed to regard any white 
man as a natural enemy. This trait was 
especially notiteable later when, if he 
saw a squad of soldiers parading in the 
distance, he went half mad with either 
fright of anger. 

Liking rd Bow’s appearance and 
having my own ideas on curing a Wrong 
Un, | made enquiries as to purchase, only 
to be told he was up for raffle, price of a 
ticket, as far as 1 remember, being Rs. 5. 
‘This must have been in November, 1935, 
and 1 thought no more about the subject 
until onc day on Delhi tailway station I 
remembered that it was the date of the 
draw for the raffle. After consulting a 
friend 1 telegraphed an offer to the lucky 
ticket holder, whoever that might be, for 
Rs. 600 for, Howrah and in due 
course my offer was accepted and Lord 
Bow arrived in Cawnpore, 

I met Lord Bow, unboxed him myself 
and apparently a quicter horec never 
existed, Next day J mounted him and 
again all was well The following day 
not so good as he flew at me but 
T cacaped, the only injury being a patch

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The 
Nerbudda 
Vale Hunt 


By **Hunter’’ 


HIS pack takes its name from the 

famous River Nerbudda which 

tung through Jubbulpore, and in 
the wide, apen valley of which the bese 
hunting country lies. This “ Nerbudda 
Vale” has been hunted for many years, 
and the old records of the Belgaum Hunt 
mention the N. V, H. as far back as 1904. 
Unfortunately the N. V. Hh records 
themselves were destroyed by fire some 
years ago, but details aince the Great 
War are known, and show consistently 
good sport, 

Like most Indian packs, it has had 
its ups and downs, and in 1921-24, under 
Capt, R. Rayner, of the Signals, it was 
run as a Bobbery Pack, but through him 
and the next Master, Capt, “* George ”” 
Hurst, it was again built up into a fine 
pack of 25 couples of English foxhounds. 
Since then it has always been maintained 
at a high standard with about 25 couples 
in Kennels, in spite of occasional disease 
which bas run through the kennels and 
necessitated an almost entirely new pack. 
This happened as recently as 1939, when 
some disease, undiagnosed by the vets., 
swept through the kennels and 234 couplc 
of hounds were lost in six months. 

‘This was particularly unfortunate in 
that it happened jusc as‘ Squire ” 
Collyns, of the 3rd Cavalry (late sth 
Lancers) was finishing his second very 
popular Mastership, and in that the 
Gunners, strong supporters, left Jubbul- 
pore about the same time, Since then 
all has been “change” in Jubbulpore, 
and only with great difficulty has the 
pack been built up again to a ‘war 
strength’ of 16 couples by Capt, Setan, 
RA.V.C, and the present Master, 
Camain Michael Whistler of the Signals. 
In fact, at the end of last season, when the 
Master had to finish the season off 
hunting with only 64 couples, it was more 
or less assumed that the N,V. FL. would 
have to chose down, but the strong 
support of a few of the senior residents 
who refused so see the “finest sport in 
the world” dic out in Jubbulpore, 
enabled the Master to carry on again 
this season, 


Mostly Good Going 


The country of the Vale hunted all 
lies within about 25 miles of Jubbulpore, 
and is three quarters plough and the, rese 
grass. Jt is practically all very good 
going and there ate fow meets at which 
the black cotton soil causes trouble. ‘The 
plough is good scenting, but the gra: 
where tocky, is poor, ‘The country ix 
sporting, but nor difficult to ride over; 
the chief obstacles are banks of varying 
heights, and a few thorn hedges around 
the crops, and near villages. There are 
several difficult nullahs bur practically 
no witc, ‘The average Indian ‘ pony’ 
does well, and the whalers take it in their 
stride. 

Both fox and jackal are hunted, meets 
normally being at dawn twice a week. 
The foxes are disappointing, but the jack 
are a very strong stock and need a fine 
pack and good bunting to pull them 
down, It is rate that the quarry is killed 
in less than a six or seven mile point, 
and a blank day is almost unknown, 
One of the biggest difficultics the Master 
has to face a hunts hounds himeelf) 
is the farge number of jackal about, and 
the consequent liability of ‘changing’ 
during a hunt. 

The present Hunt Staff, besides the 
Master and Hunstman, Captain Michael 
Whistler, includes Sgt. Farlow, also of 
the Signals, as first Whip. He has put 
in many years hard work with the Hunt 
and is well-known amongst the riding 
people of Jubbulpore. Major Lane, of 
the Arsenal, has taken on ag second 
Whip this season, and Capt. Goldsmith, 
of Si is doing Hon. Secretary, 
The 1 Huntsman has been done 
away with as an economy, and the Master

‘The Gunners were a great 
Joss to the Hunt, and their departure has 
reduced the number of followers consi- 
derably, since the Infantry here seem to 
find little time for the sport these 
days. But, as we said, all is change in 
Jubbulpore, and we never know from 
one day to the next who we shall have 
with us, 

ft is good to see the officers of the 
Ordnance War Courses out with hounds, 
and occasionally officers. over from 
Saugor, We hear, too, that H. L. the 














Governor is hoping to hunt this scason, 

In Kennels the Master has some very 
fine hounds, sone of pure Linglish stock, 
and some bred in this country by the 
Peshawar Vale and Ootacamund Hunts. 
From the photographs on this page it 
can be seen chat there is little to choose 
in looks heeween the English and the 
country bred hounds, and the Master 
tells me that in the Hunt honours are 
shared equally hetween them, though 
possibly the English hounds last longer. 
Our thanks therefore atc due to those 
packs in india wha are able to breed 
succcasfully, expecially in war time when 
hounds cannor be obtained from home. 
‘The longer the war Jasts so will the 
difficultics of bunts in India, as else 
where, increase. Let us hope that they 
will receive enough support to weather 
the storms aheade for the thought of 
Hunts having to close down is anathema 
to all sportsmen, 

The N.V.H. has reduced its Meinbers® 
subscriptions this season for the period 
af the war, and hopes to be able 10 carry 
on provided a reasonable amount of 
support is forthcoming.

The Grey 
Partridge 


By Lt.-Col, F. Db. Martin 


Sol owrite 1 can hear a gre 
partridge calling in a litle pate! 
of scrub just behind my bungalow, 
‘At Teast that is where he appears to be, 
but it is not always casy to judge the 
position of a partridge from ies call, 
Of course one can get a line on the general 
direction, but to a certain extent these 
hirds scem to be ventriloquiats, and as 
they run at the very first sign of danger 
it is seldom that a covey is ever flushed 
from the place it was judged to be in. 
None the leas the grey partridge’s cal] 
is very useful from the shooter's point 
of view, ag it does indicate that there are 
hirds about; and by making use of it 
one or two guns can often make quite a 
respectable bag without going to the 
expense and trouble of an extensive 
bandobast, Partridges call in the morn- 
ing and evening ; and those are the times 
to seck them out on the edges of scruly 
jungle surrounding cultivated tiglds in 
which they are feeding. Only two or 
three beaters are required, and the 
method is to wait sill a bird starts calling, 
locate the spot as accurately as possible, 
and then get chere as quickly and as 
quietly as you can. 


Hot Hours Wasted 

This method often produces results 
better than those of the big day with 
25 of 30 beaters, so much in favour with 
shikaries. “The reason for this is that 
the grey partridge docs not feed, nor 
does it move about much in the middle 
of the day. dn fact, if the day is at all 
warm they will not move at all after 
about 10 a.m, except to run into the 
nearest, thick cover where they skulk 
and refuse to budge until almost trodden 
upon, ‘The renult is that the middie 
hours of a big day may be almost a 
complete blank, and the guos become 
het, tired and not a little fuatsore ia 
tramping over the rough stony country 
which usually gocs with this type of 
shooting. 

Yes, in many ways the grey partridge 
is an irritating bird, and one which 
entails a good deal of hard work to 
bring to bag. But all the same there is 
an indetinable attraction in this form of 
shooting. A December afternoon with 
the blue smoke of a nearby village 
rising seraighe into the cool still air, A 
golden sun with all his summer fierceness 
gone is low in the sky, while all around 
you can be heard the uliar st-s9-r00 
fit-er-roo, which signifies that grey 
partridges are about. If then, in such 
conditions, you with a congenial com- 
panion who is not afraid of walking, 
can spare an hour or two with your 
guns, you have all the ingredients for a 
very enjoyable afternvon. And as you 
travel homewards through the afterglow 
towards a belated tea and a fire, you will, 
1 think, agree that it has been very 
much worth while,

The Art 
of Home Craft

WONDER if it is realized what ao 

interesting and inexpensive hobby

Get a new Fashion 
Magazine, study the design with a view 
to your own good points and draw- 
backs, and when you have decided upon 
the pattern selece your material, The 
beginner is strongly advised to stick 
to cottons, linens and the stiffer silks 
such as taffetas, until she has gained 
confidence and experience, 


You Need A Week 

We will assume that you now have 
your materia) and pattern and are ready 
to start work, Jn this country where 
one’s chergies are not easy to sustain 
for any length of cime, it is best to allot 
yourself roughh, a weck and do a certain 
amount of work cach day. If there is 
an occasion for which the dreas would

if you take trouble at this stage. Now 
study the lay-out chart of your pattern 
and make sure you follow the one 
provided for your size and width of 
material. (L hope you will have had this 
properly shrank firat by the dhebi in 
soap and water.) Hither cut out your 
work on a table, one of those trestle 
tables used in the drawing offices of 
engineers is ideal, or for the young and 
supple the floor will do, and will inciden- 
tally provide a slimming exercise as weil 

It is best to lay all your material out 
at once and pin on your pattern as 
indicated in the chart. By doing this 
you will avoid the mistake of cutting 
some parts of the dress with the pattern 
or map in reverse, or of cutting two 
indentical pieces instead of two opposites, 
a very casy mistake to make, You will 
also fe able to see better how to make 
allowances for your differences — in 
measurement, 

If you should happen to be larger 
than the pattero in the bust, allow extra 
width in the centre front and hack. 
When the pattern gives one piece to be 
faid on a folded piece of material, the 
extra width is allowed at the fold. 
Remember that the amount you allow 
is doubled because of the material being 
folded, If the bodice has a centre seam 
you allow fur the extra width in exactly 
the same way at the centre seam, 





Smalicr Size 


‘Yo cut a smaller size you must fold 
the pattern the required half inch, of 
whatever it may be, on the centre line 
of the bodice. Skirts arc altered in 
exactly the same way, fram the centre 
line back and front. ‘Tuo lengthen a 
pattern the method is to cut horizontally 
through the middle of the bodice or 
akirt pattern and spread up and down 
the required amount ; of for shortening 
fold horizontally through the middle. 
These instructions may sound rather 
complicated but in practice people 
deviate very little from the standard 
sizes and you soon get used to your 
own differences and can automatically 
adjust your cutting-out as you du it: 
but it is worth while taking extra trouble 
the first time. 

Now cut out your pattern, making 
sure that you have Tad it out exactly 
as the chart shows you and that you 
know what the different signs on cach 
piece of the pattern mean, There is 
always an indication, in the form of an 
arrow of a tow of perforations to show 
you the “straight line of goods” as 
they call it, which means that you must 
keep the arrow or perforations parallel

PLANES OF HINDUSTAN 
and SCHOOL FOR SOLDIERS, the

On the childish ‘' bread-and-butter 
first, cake afterward,’ theory let us 
examine PLANES OF HINDUSTAN 
which, although a sight improvement on 
its predecessor from the same. stable, 
A DAY WITH THE R.LN., still leaves 
a great deal to be desired. Comparing 
it with its Linglish cquivalent RAISING 
AIR FIGHTERS--which has now been 
given commentaries in. vernacular lan- 
guages—one can sce how far short it falls 
of the ideal! The photagraphy-—even 
allowing for climatic and geographic 
difficulties—is not good and the sound 
¢flects are poor, while the musical back- 
ground is tinny and most inefcctive. 
Gramophone records of a military band 
or symphony orchestra would have been 
infinitely beter. ‘I'he commentary is 
poor but smoother than the R.I.N, tilm.

The Heat Yet 


SCHOOL FOR SOLDIERS is in 
quite a diferent category altogether, 
Produced by artists it is artistic, insagi- 
native, interesting and well balanc 
‘This is certainly the best of the Services 
propaganda films yet- released, being short 
rut cHective with an instructive intro- 
duction giving historical and mytholo- 
gic details about the Dun Valley.” From

In the casc, however, of a player— 
whose turn it is to play,—having drawn 
the next tile which has to be replaced 
on account of another player's slowness 
in claiming the previous discard, he 
need not disclose this knowledge, but, 
if a player is in the act of drawing a tile 
which has to be replaced as above, it 
is incumbent on him not to take a quick 
look at it before replacing. Such a 
flagrant offence should be penalised by 
the culprit being made to pay two 
hundred points all round, for cach and 
every offence | 

Noie.—A discard may be claimed, or 
reclaimed, by a playet for any reason, 60 
Jong as the nexs tile has not been actually 
discarded. Thus a player who has been, 
perhaps, studying his hand and su missed 
the immediate discard (or who has 
already discarded a tile), on suddenly 
realising that he needs it, may still take 
it, even though the next tile has been 
drawn from the Wall—provided that 
the player who has drawn has not actually 
discarded from his hand, It is, however, 
apt to become exceedingly titesome to 
the rent of the players if one player is 
habitually slow in claiming discards, 
and players arc advised to pay great 
attention to the game and to play as 
rapidly as possible. 

When experienced players are playing 
with beginners, they are under obligation 
to give al] the aid they can, and to sce 
that the scores of the inexperienced 
players are correctly totalled, and that 
they take their compensating tiles when 
necessary. Naturally, if all the players 
are experienced, these precautions are 
unnecessary, as it is then a case of “ cach 
for himvelf and the devil take the 
hindmost 11" 

Do draw attention to your discards, by 
lightly tapping them when placing 
them on the table. 

Don't put out a tile then draw it back 
and “hum and haw” and hesitate 
when discarding ; it is maddening to 
the other players | 

Do remember that your hand is not the 
only one that is of importance*in the 
ganic | 

Don't “moan and groan” over the tiles 
in your hand; nobody cares,—even 
if you have the worst hand in 
Christendom | 

De make up your mind what you are 
going to do with your hand, 

Don's arrange your tiles first in one way 
and then in the other, trying out 
various combinations; it holds up 
the game, 

Do keep a “ Poker Face? (or_pethaps 
it should be a ‘' Mah Jong Face? in 
this case !) 

Don't ‘gloat’ if you pick up a tile 
you have been wanting for some

Do keep your tiles together in your rack.

A trio of interesting provisionala come 
from the Pacific—a 3d. on fd. from 
each of the island colonies of Cook 
Islands, Niuc and Western Samoa. The 
original 1fd. stamps were never issued : 
before they could he released postage 
rates had been altered and the necessity 
for them had disappeared.

Defence Behind 
Dummy 


By ** Heratias’’ 


XIOMATIC play is not always 

correct play and should 

accepted as no more than an 
clementary principle for adoption in 
orthodox circumstances. Such injunc- 
tions as “ Third player high,” “ Reeurn 
partnet's lead” and “ Cover an honour” 
should be considered only after alter- 
native plays have been rejected. 

Let us consider the man behind the 
dummy, for he is often the player who 
holds the key to the situation. 

Supposing a deuce has been led and 
when dummy is spread you can see 
K 85 on the table and AJ 6 in your 
own hand, 

Assuming dummy plays low, your 
proper play is the knave for if you play 
the Ace you are likely to set up two 
tricks in the suit for the declarer. If 
your partner has led from the Queen, 
you still gain a trick by playing the 
knave because the Ace stands over 
dummy’s King. But if the cards you 
can Kee are :-— 

K764 in dummy and AJ) 83 in 
your own hand and the play is in auie, 
a very different state of afairs exists. 
On the deuce being led you can count 
declarer for a singleton and it might be 
the Queen, so you must play your Ace 
at once, 


Suit Return 


Partner’s lead should not slavishly 

returned, nor should any return play 
be made until dummy’s hand and your 
own have heen carefully reviewed, 
Suppose you take the opening trick with 
an Ace against No Trumps, Obviously 
ic would not be wise to return the suit 
if dummy shows Q1098 though, 
in the absence of a strong attacking unit 
in your own hand, it would be right 
to return the suit if dummy had, say, 
three worthless cards.

out of the seat of my jodhpura. The 


question then was what to do next ? 


I remembered two old tips, first that 

a difficult horse to mount from the 
rear was often a complete lamb to 
mount from the off and secondly an 
old gipsy belief that the presence in a 
Wrong Un’s stall of a sheep would 
quieten and tame any horse, 


I accordingly bought an old ram 
from a local butcher for a few rupees and 
in due course he became well-known to 
all as ‘Nearly Sahib’ the word nearly 
meaning ‘all but.’ In duc course 
‘Nearly Sahib’ acquired a wife, named 
“Nearly Memsahib’ and when Lord 
Bow left me 1 had a colony of some dozen 
shcep all bearing the sumame of ‘ nearly.’ 

The advent of * Nearly Sahib * worked 
wonders, not only on Lord Bows temper 
but in his general condition, He soon 
learnt manners, at any rate with me, and 
grew sleck and amazingly far. 

His ability to jump came as a complete 
surprise, We were out for our usual 
daily ride when he shied and before 1 
knew it had taken me over about a 5 ft. 
mud wall into a mango plantation and 
out the other side. T therefore got inte 
touch with a trainer friend of ming hut 
although Tord Bow ran once he did little 
except get round the course, showing 
considerable jumping ability. This, as 
far as | remember, was during the 
Lucknow Civil Service Cup meeting 
carly in 1936, 


Won Patiala Cup 


During the winter of 1936 1 sold 
Lord Bow to Col, Beddows who im- 
mediately won the Patiala Gold Cup with 
him at Meerut and entered him with 
great hopes for the Grand Indian Military 
at Lucknow. After going well for three 
quarters of the distance he got unsighted 
by two horses at the open ditch and 
came a most Imperial ‘Togs, On return- 
ing to the paddock both front coronets 
were badly cut and that was the end of 
Lord Bow for the season. 

Next season Col. Beddows rain Lord 
Bow in the firat jump race of the year at 
Lucknow and atter leading he again had 
bad luck, suddenly pulled up in the ruc 
in and came into the paddock with his 
back leg badly torn below the near hock, 
A strip of flesh was hanging down and 
as it took months to heal and Col, 
Beddows was off on home leave | agreed 
to purchase Lord Bow back.

was in Lahore and caine 
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across an old friend of mine, Col. 
Burridge of the Grass Farms, who is 
probably onc of the greatest experts on 
horses and training that India has, ever 
seen. I told Tom Burridge I had a 

ptential Grand National winner, but be 
laughed and said he had heard that tale 
before, Anyhow ‘fom agreed to help 
me with Lord Bow and | willingly admit 
that his help soon became more or less 
complete control of the horse and far 
more ekilful training than T could ever 
have given, 


As 1 knew Lord Bow’s hatred to a race 
course ‘Tom and I decided to conduct his 
training in the jungle and he spent most 
of his time on the Lahore Military Grass 
Farm and adjacent country; only very 
occasionally ap raring on the course for 
a gallop or half an hour’s schooling. 


Scarcity Of Riders 


We gave I .ord Bow his first serious test 
on the opening day of the Lahore racing 
in 1938 when he casily won the Autumn 
Chase, very capably handled by George 
Loraine Smith who, however, was 
booked for the Grand National for which

Bullock of the 18th) whose mount had
